Think Right, Leftie: Don't Pay For Gable's Libels 



Everyone knows that free speech is too precious to squander on 
"fascists", which means, in practice, anyone who wants Britain to 
remain white and is foolish enough to say so, anyone who ques- 
tions the holy writ of the Holocaust, or indeed, anyone who isn't 
a Marxist. The BNP have whined and wailed for. years that they. are 
routinely denied free speech. Well, the truth is that there is no 
such thing as free speech. Nobody has an absolutely right to say 
or publish anything he damn well pleases, because censorship and 
Marxist thuggery aside, rhere is such a thing as the law of 
libel . 

The law of libel is a civil law, which means that if somebody 
libels you, you can't have him arrested, but you can seek redress 
through the courts. If you've got enough money, enough know-how 
about the law, and are sufficiently determined to seek redress. 
Most people don't fall into that category; like the Ritz, the law 
of libel is open to everyone. But, unlike the Ritz, it is some- 
times possible for the poor and needy to issue libel proceedings 
satisfactorily. As Alleycat Books in Durham have recently found 
out . 

The November issue of "Searchlight", the so-called "INTERNATIONAL 
ANTI-FASCIST MONTHLY", carries a large advertisement from Alley - 
cat Books, appealing for donations to a so-called fighting fund. 
Apparently, a number of left wing bookshops up and down the 
county have been subjected to criminal damage by "fascists". This 
is hardly surprising, as such bookshops and the people who run 
them have been heavily involved in the campaign to deny Britain's 
"Nazis" free speech, or any rights, at all for the past couple of 
decades and longer. That doesn't make it acceptable though, and 
indeed, on the few occasions when such thugs are apprehended, 
they are dragged into court and fined. Which is scant consolation 
for the shops, but it's justice of a sort. The Summer 1994 issue 
of the "TWAFA Newsletter" revealed that Alleycat Books had re- 
ceived a number of telephone threats from right wing extremists 
warning the bookshop not to stock "Searchlight" or else. Again, 
this is criminal, and people can be hauled into court for threa- 
tening behaviour as easily as for criminal damage. When they are 
caught . 

However, there is another type of action "right-minded" people 
can take against left wing bookshops, and there is no legal 
redress for this, except by expensive litigation. And then only 
perhaps . 

Earlier this year, an independent researcher who has no connec- 
tion with the much maligned Larry O'Hara, took exception to 
something which was published about him in "Searchlight" and 
instigated legal proceedings. But he didn't simply sue the maga- 
zine, he issued writs against half a dozen other parties as well. 



including a couple of shops that stock "Searchlight" . Which is 
the real reason Alleycat Books wants your money, not to pay for 
replacement windows and to further the glorious struggle against 
the international Nazi conspiracy, but to pay expensive libel 
lawyers. This action looks like dragging on and on, because, 
reputedly, "Searchlight" has refused a generous offer to settle 
out of court simply because a condition of this offer was a total 
retraction of -the allegedly libellous allegations. Be warned, any 
shop that stocks any publication which is sued for libel can 
itself be sued. And any left wing bookshop that stocks "Search- 
light" is unlikely to be able to justify a plea of innocent 
dissemination for the simple reason that the reputations of the 
people who control it, Gerry Gable in particular, have been known 
to everyone on the left since at least February 1980 and the 
publication of the now infamous Gable memorandum. 

Which brings us to another point, the Gable memorandum - which 
was itself grossly libellous - was directed not at fascists but 
at leftists. Why anyone on the left should want to stock a maga- 
zine which is published and edited by a libellous little shit 
like Gerry Gable is not at all clear, especially when many of his 
libels are directed not at the NF and the BNP but against people 
who write for such avowedly fascist publications as "Tribune" and 
"Time Out". Perhaps such people believe all the crap "Search- 
light" spouts about Nazi conspiracies. Combat 18 and the like. Or 
perhaps they think chat in the struggle against fascism, anything 
goes, including smearing the innocent and the innocuous along 
with the guilty. If they do, they had best be warned, because 
from now on, people who have a grievance against "Searchlight", 
whether justified or not, are likely to exact vengeance not only 
on this scurrilous magazine, but on anyone who distributes it. 

And if you are one of those foolish - or venal - people, spread- 
ing Gerry Gable's lies could cost you a great deal of money.
